GERMAN MILITARISTS ARE
REPORTED TO BE IN POWER

Loondon, ~— Bpecial dispatehes from
Berlin report that the suppression of
the recent Bpartscan oulbreak there
has shown that a military and mon
archist reaction is growing and over
shadowing the paw goveranment,

The Derlin correspondent of the
Mall who on February 27 sent a dis
pateh outlining plans for s monarchist
uprising In Qermany has arrived in
London, having left Berlin on March
14 after a residence there of three
monthe. e reltersles the siatementa
in his dispaich, saylng Prealdont
Ebert, Chancellor Behaldemann and
Minister of War Noske are mersly
puppets. He declares that for the pur
poss of retalning power they have sl
lowed members of the military caste
to roappear as organizers of the new
republican armies.

“Thess moh are the real governors
of Germany,” he says. “They make
the edicts and Chancellor Bchelde
mann and his colleagues willingly slgn
them

Similar testimony is given by other
correspondents In telegraphing from
Berlin. The corresp in
the statement that extreme bitterneas
has been created sgalnst the govern-
ment troops and (hat further trouble
s inavitable

According to & dispateh to the Mall,
the Spartacsn revolt will certainly re
cur in everincressing force unless a
miracle happens. It adds thet Herr
Noske's forces have been recrulted by
bribes and promise of big rations and
that to this may be attributed some of
the food shortage in Berlin.

TREATY TO INGLUDE
LEAGUE COVENANT

Parls~In the statement lssued on
the peace conference resolution with
reforence to the league of natlons in
the peacs treaty, President Wilson
sald that the decision made &t the
peace conference at ita plenary mes-
glon of January 36 to the effect that
the establishment of a league of na-
tions should be made an integral part
of the treaty of pence, Is final and
that there i no basls whatever for the
reporta that a change In this declsion
s contemplated.

It President Wilson insists that the
loague of nations be Incorporated In
the preliminary peace treaty, the Brit-
tah, it s understood, will concede the
point, although they still belleve that
the preliminary pact Is not the proper
place for the Inauguration of the
league, which, they declare, should be
tncluded 1n the final peace pact.

This attitude was indlcated after
the snnouncement that the American
delogation strongly desired the Inelu-
slon of the league In the preliminary
troaty, as well as In the final pact.

ALLIES TO DICTATE PEACE

Germans to 8ign Pact, or War WIII
Continue, Is View.

Paris. — The present determination
In peace conforence circles in that, af-
ter the allled and associated powers
have reached a complete understand.
ing regarding the conditions to be im-

Eithar the Oerman delegates must
accept the terms and wign, or a state
of war will continue. The general
opinion hore is that In view of the
internal situation In CGermany, the
delegates of that country will acoept,
rather than expose the country (o &
graver risk and more drastic measures.

KOREAN SITUATION
REPORTED GRAVE

Tokio.—Nawspapers here view the
situation as very grave and announce
that among those arrested In Seoul
were three foreigners and nurses from
the American hospital Reports from
the Interior of Korea state that sev-
eral police officers- have bean killed.

Korean demonstrations continue, ac-
cording to dispatches, and it ia Indl
eated the national indepandence move-
ment 18 remarkably extensive and well
organized in some of the strongast
provinces. There s some uneasiness
at Socoul, but the situation there is said
to be under control, The mpvement
is notable for its extent rather than
fta violence, among those prominantly
identified with it being government
schoo! etudents. Christian converts
have been kept under control through-
out the troubla by the missionaries,
it Is reported.

We all are
glad, of course, that it 1s Dot neces-
gary to spend these additional bll-
llons, but bad #t been necessary the
spending of them still would mot have
brought the pation down to ruin.

“Wa still wonld bave beem far be-
hind France in the amount of our
debt, compared to wealth and popn-
jatlon. With our man-power practd
cally intact, with our towns and fac
tories and farms undamaged, shoald
we be cowed by a monetary obliza-
tion lighter far than the one France
faces unafraid?

“Those Americans who today have
joined the carpers and the quibblers
are not worthy of the nama. Thay
are not worthy the boys they sent
forth to make, if need be. the si-
preme sacrifice that Hberty might live.
